If you are putting in good thoughts and 
good impulses and noble deed, then life is 
worth living, and it is not a fleeting show. 
It is bechuse of the good that you can 
place in your lives that life gives sonje- 
thing that speaks with a new and gloriaus 
tone, and a language divine and heavenly, 
and you find out then why it is that 
Spiritualists do not fear death. To die! 
why it is like dropping into a quiet sleep, 
Death is painless in nearly all instances.

Brief Summary of Some Things at the Anniversary 
which Should Haye Had Earlier Notice, 


On Monday afternoon, April 2d, at 
Grand Army Hall, Cincinnati, Mrs. Helen 
Stuart-Richings ‘preached an eloquent 
sermon on Charity. She quoted these 
words of St. Paul: 


“IfI speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels, but have not love, I am become as 
sounding brass or a clanging cymbal. And 
if I have the gift of prophecy, and know 
all mysteries and all knowledge; and if I 
have all faith, so as to remove mountains, 
but have not love, I am nothing, And if 
I bestow all my goods to feed the poor, 
and if I give my body to be burned, and 
have not love, it profiteth me nothing. 
Love suffereth long and is kind; love envi- 
eth not; love vaunteth not itself; is not 
puffed up; doth not behave itself unseemly; 
secketh not its own; is not provoked; 
taketh not account of evil; rejoiceth not 
in unrighteousness, bat rejoiceth with the 
truth; beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
t . Love never faileth; but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall be done 
away; whether there be tongues, they 
shall cease; whether there be knowledge, 
it shall be done away. When I was a 
child, I spake as a child, I felt as a child, I 
thought as a child; now that I am become 
aman, I have put away childish things. 
For now we see in a mirror, darkly, but 
then face to face; now I know in part; but 
then shall I know even as I have been 
known. But now abideth faith, hope, love, 
these three; and the greatest of these is 
love.”"—[1 Cor., Ch. r3. 

(Mrs. Richings read from King James's transla- 
tion, which has '‘charity,” in place of "lore, ™ but 
wo have copied from the revised version.) 


“Without charity you shall be as sound- 
ing brass and tinkling cymbal,” she re- 
peated, “but, with it, perfect in your man- 
hood and your womanhood, It is all there 
is of living and doing, of character and 
happiness, of wealth and profit, of life 
here and hereafter; and it is enough. 
Charity is only another name for love, 
without which there is neither peace nor 
understanding, neither hope nor progress. 
‘Without it there would be no future for 
the race that we would dare to contem- 
plate or desire to experience. It'is the 

t-anchor of humanity and the immor- 
tal bow of promise upon the confines of 
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death of affection and the abrogation of all 
those sympathetic impulses which are at 
once the largess and the balm of human 
hearts, and which make it more blessed to 
give than to receive.” These are the lead- 
ing points. Their amplification was 
adroitly accomplished, and many apt illus- 
trations were presented in fact and inci- 
dent, making one of the most interesting 
and instructive sermons we have listened 
to in many months. 5 

It is but just and proper to say that 
Mrs. Richings proved herself one of the 
best platform test mediums at the Cincin- 
nati Anniversary.
